Tin: .Stratford Beacon institutes tho 
following comparison: -‘The kind of 
management that would bo introduced 
into the Crown Lands Department 
should it, by any misfortune, fall into 
the hands of the Conservatives can be 
judged from past experience. When

Fact No. 2 is that 
in the Statistical Year Book compiled 
by the Dominion authorities the 
surplus of assets over liabilities pay¬ 
able on the 31st Dec., 1890, was 
84,782,580. Fact No. 8 is that the 
Toronto Mail said the other day that 
the Province has at Ottawa “a capital 
allowance of 82,800,000 upon which 
we draw interest.” Year after year 
interest on capital flows into the 
provincial treasury, and yet the 
Whitneyites are endeavoring 4,0 make 
out that the Province has nothing laid 
by, that in fact it is several millions 
in debt and is “standing face to face 
with direct taxation,” It seems 
childish for members of the'legislature 
to seek to mislead the people in this 
way.

Both these pears do finely 011 the quince 
stock, 11 ml both are winter varieties, 
With such fruit one euu store in a cmd 
cellar and unload upon the market 
when the market is most in need of win¬ 
ter rears.

Want a Poor House. 

The town council held their regular 
meeting on Monday evening.and had quite 
an interestim; time of it. Reeve Leonard 
occupied tho chair, anu in the charmed 
circle Boyle, Dey, Alexander, Ming, Carson, 
Miller, Lowry and Ayleworlh were seated 
After the minntcB of the last regular meet¬ 
ing were coi/fimu<l a deputation, consist¬ 
ing of II, Wilson, M. P., Jas. Daly, P. M., 
S. Gibsoi'f Dr Bisaonnette, Mrs. A. W. 
Grange. Mr*. W. Embury, Mrs. F. Bur¬ 
rows, Mrs. W. T. Gibbird, and Mrs. Wm. 
Templeton invaded the council chamber 
and were beard in reference to tho forpia- 
tion of the Boncvolent Society. Mr. U. 
Wilson, M. P., introduced the deputation 
fn a few wall chosen words. Mr. James 
Daly then addressed tho council in refer¬ 
ence to tho object of the society, and urged 
tho necessity for tho erection of & p or 
hottae. IIo Btatcd that at cv^ y session ol 
the a.s?iz;s the judges complained at the 
practico of committing vagrants and 
paupers to gaol and he had no dcubt that 
in tho mar future the practice would be 
slopped by legislation. Tho government 
granted $1,000 as an inducement for 
counties to erect Houses of Refuge, but if 
it wore mudo compulsory to erect them 
this privilege would no doubt be withdrawn. 
Iu other counties Houses of Refuge had 
been mado self sustaining. Mrs. A. W. 
Giango addressed the council oo tho de¬ 
tails of work proposed to be done by the 
society and urged on the counoil to' give 
substantial assistance to further the success 
of the project. Mr. B. Gibson also favor¬ 
ed the erection of a poor house. He dealt 
with the proposed work of the society.' 
Each ward would look after its own poor. 
A committee of live, one of whom acted as 
convener, would have charge of the work 
in oacb ward and they were to investigate 
and report all cases brought to their atten¬ 
tion. To bo a success the society should 
work iu conjunction wirti the Poor and 
Banitary Committee of tho council. Dr. 
Bisson netto was of the opinion that a poor 
hour® would prove o paying institution. 
Deputy-Keevo Madole and Conns, Ayls- 
worth and Alexander favored tho views of 
the committee. Mr. Aylsworth thought 
the council should give tho matter due ecu- 
eiderati-n and it would bo a good idaa for 
the council to attend the meeting of the 
Benevolent Society in a body on Friday 
evoning. Council then adjourned until 
Wednesday evening.
